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Pasture Weeds 


Brush And Thistles Are 
Due For Treatment Soon 


I YOU haven’t already hit those pas- 
ture and fencerow weeds with a dose 
2.4-D, now’s the time to get it done. 

\ good kill now will take care of some 

eds for the rest of the summer. Other 
veeds may need another treatment in 

gust. 

Early treatment removes weeds be- 
re they have a chance to use up large 
nounts of moisture and plant food. It 
ives the grass a chance to develop a 
thicker turf, making it hard for new 
eeds to get started. 

Another advantage of early treat- 


ment: It costs less. 


P. Sylwester, extension weed spe- 

list at lowa State College, says it takes 

hout twice as much chemical to get ef- 

tive control after weeds are big and 
ugh. 

Dosages of one pound of 2,4-D amine 

one-half to three-fourths pound of 
2.4-D ester per acre are recommended for 
seneral weed killing. You'll find instruc- 
tions on the label of the weed killer 
lich you buy. 

Usually weeds aren’t much of a prob- 
em in renovated pastures seeded to 
egumes. That’s one of the best ways to 
vhip pasture weeds. 

But when weeds begin to show up in 
those pastures, clipping with a mower

may be the most sat- 
isfactory method of 
weed control. Leg- 
umes can be dam- 
aged by 2,4-D. 

Alva Griffin of Adair county, Iowa, 
thinks ragweeds and most other pasture 
weeds can be controlled by clipping— 
providing you mow the weeds before 
they go to seed. He has used the method 
with good results. 

However it often is easier to spray 
fencerows and ditches than to mow them. 
Griffin uses a combination of mowing 
and spraying to control his weeds. 

Canadian thistles are showing up in 
more pastures this year than ever before. 
How can you stop them? 

Smother crops or intensive cultivation 
give thistles a setback, but those methods 
don’t fit into some pasture programs. 


Otto Hoffmann, extension weed 
specialist at lowa State College, says 
2,4-D sprays are best for Canadian 
thistle control if you want to treat 
an entire pasture or field. Non-selec- 
tive chemicals such as sodium chlor- 
ate or Atlacide are suggested for 
small patches. They'll kill all 
growth with thistles. : 
Some farmers get good results by 

spraying Canadian thistles with 2,4-D. 
Others don’t have much

Spraying with 2,4-D will keep fencerows and 
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ditches free of weeds. Devere 
Young of Tama county, Iowa, handles boom, 
while his son, Gordon, keeps spray rig moving. 
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luck. 

That’s because each patch 
usually develops from one 
original plant. If that plant 
happened to have high re- 
sistance to chemical treat- 
ment, the entire patch may 
be the same way. 

John Minish says he has 
had good results in control 
of Canadian thistles with 
2,4-D. He and his brother 
and father have had a big 
problem of permanent pas- 
ture brush and weed control 
on their cattle farm in north- 
eastern Tama county, Iowa. 

Minish thinks amine form 
of 2,4-D is more effective 
on thistles than ester form. 
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The amine acts more slowly, Minish 


reasons. It is absorbed into the roots of 
the plant; while the ester form burns the 
leaves in a hurry and the undamaged 
roots send out new leaves. 

Cattle don’t get much feed out of a 
patch of brush. How can you control 
brush in pastures? 

Hoffmann says a mixture of 2,4-D and 
2,4,5-T will do the job. He suggests an 
application in the last part of June—an- 
other in late August. 

Talk to John Minish if you want to be 
convinced of the effectiveness of chem- 
ical brush control. He and his brother, 
Myron, have used aerial spray on about 
200 acres of timber pasture in the last 
three years. 

At first, they used 2,4-D alone. Last 
year they switched to a mixture of 2,4-D 
and 2,4,5-T applied in an oil solution. 
Results pleased the Minish brothers. 

The cost of the aerial treatment was 
about $5 per acre. But John Minish will 


‘tell you that the pasture will carry three 


cows where it used to carry two. 
Aerial spray killed some trees. But 
enough of the bigger, more hardy trees 
survived to provide good pasture shade. 
What pleases the Minish brothers is 
the fact that they now have bluegrass 
growing where they once had brush. 
Parts of the pasture were almost 
worthless before the spray was applied. 
“The brush and Canadian thistles 
were so thick you couldn’t ride a horse 
thru the patches,” John recalls. “We 
wanted to get rid of the brush so that we 
could fight the thistles.” 


In addition to killing the sae 
the chemical treatment gave the 
thistles a severe setback. That sur- 
prised the Minish brothers. 


Unless your acreage is large, aerial 
treatment probably is not advisable. But 
the experience of the Minish brothers 
shows that chemical treatment will get 
rid of pasture brush.—Dave Bryant. 
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To Cut Weeds 


It’s a good weed year, too. Spray- 
ing helps. But so does a mower. 

An electric motor is turning this 
grindstone. Remember how it used 
to be the boy’s job to turn by hand. 
And how hard the old man bore 
down. 

Alfred Boman of Hancock county, 
Iowa, is putting an edge on the weed 
cutter in this picture. He’s retired 
now, at 72, but still does jobs like 
this around the farm on which he’s 
lived for 35 years. 


Wife ln The Field 


SHOULD FARM women be protected 
from the hard outside work of the farm? 
Some farm men think so. And some 
women. But not all. 

A letter to the “Voice Of The Farm” 
from a man who said: “I think a woman’s 
place is in the house, and with chickens 
and garden,” brought this response from 
Mrs. Lydia G. Edelman of Clinton Coun- 


tv. lowa: 
“This kind of man makes me disgust- 
ed,” she wrote. “Why shouldn’t a wife 


be in the field if she can operate a tractor 
correctly? There is nothing I enjoy 
more than being in the field with—or 
even without—my husband. 

“T helped my husband in the field from 
oat seeding time right thru corn pick- 
ing. There are only two things I can’t 
do. I can’t cultivate corn, because we 
have only one cultivator, and I can’t 
swing a bale of hay up on the wagon. I 
can stack bales, tho. 

“IT do chores every day and have had 
my share of rain soakings, slopping thru 
mud, milking by hand at 20 below. I 
do all the things required to make a go 
at farming and | love it. 

“How can a wife be expected to feel 
the same joy as a man when you look at 
the oats growing from seed to the wav- 
ing sea of blue green? How can she hear 
the corn rustle and snap as it grows in 
hot summer nights? I don’t think she 
can if she’s just a wife and can’t share 
part of the work 

“This is the way I feel and I know 
everyone doesn’t think that way. But 
to me, it’s going to be a sad day when my 
boys will tell me that I no longer have a 
place on the tractor.” 
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Raise Hog Ceilings 


PRICE AND wage controls will probably 
be continued for some months. That’s 
the prospect as this issue of Wallaces’ 
Farmer and Iowa Homestead goes to the 
press. 

This won’t be news to readers of this 
paper. We predicted it a good while ago. 

We also urged that, with controls con- 
tinued, farm groups should work for 
sensible changes in the control law. We 
said: 

“If price ceilings are continued, then 
farmers should plug for ceilings of 110 
percent of parity on farm products, with 
changes on a seasonal basis. That is, 
August prices for hogs, normally ten per- 
cent above the year’s average, should 
have a ceiling of 120 percent of parity. 
On the basis of the present parity, that 
would make an August ceiling of around 
$26 at Chicago.” 

Last year, farm organizations spent 
all their strength fighting against con- 
trols. They lost. And they neglected to 
make any serious effort to get sensible 
amendments to the control act or to get 
supports for farm products. 

This year, farm groups are making 
the same mistake. As a result, farmers 
may run into trouble with hog ceilings 
in July and August.

Where U. S. ls Behind 


DO YOU drink more milk, eat more but- 
ter, eat more cheese than a Belgian, an 
Englishman, or a Swede? Every Amer- 
ican agrees that dairy products are fine 
food. But how much do we eat? 

Is the United States first, fifth, or 
eleventh in the list of users of dairy 
products. You’ll be surprised. 

Here are the figures on per capita con- 
sumption of dairy products in 1950. Con- 
sumption is measured in pounds of 
whole milk. (Canned milk not shown in 
New Zealand total.) ;

“Farmers Fed Up” 


Are Farmers Tired Of Price 


Supports, Other Farm Laws? 


“ATO CANDIDATE need bother about 
promising farm legislation this 
year. Farmers are doing fine.” 

That’s what you hear in many places. 
Even an Iowa weekly newspaper said: 

“If what we've heard lately is true, 
the farmers are fed up with price sup- 
ports in general and are taking positive 
steps toward eliminating government 
help in all forms.” 

You hear the same thing in the east 
where there seems to be a general de- 
lusion that every farmer is driving two 
Cadillacs. 

The facts are different. 


ARMERS are handling more money 

than ever before. Gross income is 
high. Enormous sums are spent for fer- 
tilizer, machinery, oil, home equipment 
and other things. 

Net farm income is higher than in the 
pre-war and early war years. But it is 
lower than the peak in 1947. Here are 
the figures (from the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics) in billions of dollars:

O FAR in 1952, costs have been rising. 
Net income is being squeezed. 

In every inflationary period, farmers 
gain on the upturn, lose when things 
level out. Wages, freight rates, manu- 
factured goods rise in price and stay at 
new levels. But corn and hogs may drop. 

So farmers are concerned about sup- 
ports. Last winter’s hog market proved 
to many that supports were needed on 
perishables. The egg market furnished 
further proof. 


— are also concerned about 
other kinds of federal fafm legisla- 
tion. When three million commercial 
farmers are competing freely in the 
market against great organizations. of 
labor and capital, the three million inde- 
pendent operators are likely to have 
trouble. 

Dean Frank Welch of Kentucky says: 
“There is considerable doubt in my mind 
that a return to free choice on the part 
of individual farmers, guided only by 
research information and education, will 
provide farmers as good a share in the 
national income as that secured by com- 
parable resources employed in other in- 
dustries.” 

One of the farm jobs in this campaign 
is to point out that farmers still have 
problems and that sensible federal legis- 
lation is still needed to let three million 
independent commercial farmers com- 
pete on even terms with big business and 
big labor. 
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Don't Forget Pigs

ODAY most of the citizens of the 

United States pay social security 
taxes and are in line for social security 
benefits. Farmers don’t pay and don’t get 
benefits. 

Do farmers want in? That’s what the 
Wallace-Homestead Poll set out to dis- 
cover. 

First the poll checked to see how much 
farm people knew about the program. 
Farmers and their wives were asked: 

“Do you know whether a farm operator 
is now able to come under social security 
by paying 2% percent of his net income 
as a social security tax?” 

Men and women answered as follows:

Apparently only half had followed the 
discussion of the act closely enough to 
know to whom it applied. 

A good many were like the woman in 
Dickinson county, Iowa, who said frankly:

None of us know too 
much about it yet.” 

Another question—a much harder one 
—checked up on how much people know 
about benefits to widows. The poll asked: 

“What do you think social security 
benefits would be for the widow and two 
young children of a man paying a social 
security tax on a net income of $2,400?” 

Here’s the way men and women guessed 
vn the following monthly benefits:

Widow’s benefits are only part of the 
story of social security. What would the 
$2,400 a year man get if he and his wife 
lived until they were 65 and then retired? 

Old age payments for him and his wife 
would be $97.50 a month. If the man died 
and his wife lived past 65, her payments 
would be $48.80 a month. If the wife died 
and the man lived past 65, his payments 
would be $65 a month. 

To the question: “Would you be in 
favor of farm operators and their fam- 
ilies coming under the social security 
program?” lowa farm people answered:

The Farm Bureau has taken a neutral 
position on social security. And its mem- 
bers in lowa show only a slight margin (46 
percent vs. 40 percent) for the program. 

A young farmer in Jackson county said, 
“T believe the Farm Bureau should try to 
keep us out of it.” 

But a 70-year-old farmer in Benton 
county insisted: “At my age, of course, I’m 
interested. I’d like to see farmers get it.” 

Republicans were evenly divided on 
social security. Democrats gave it ap- 
proval. Here are the figures:

ONTENTED hogs grow faster. And 
it doesn’t take much to satisfy a hog 
during the summer. 

All he needs is plenty to eat and drink 
and a place to keep cool. 

Artificial shades are the easiest solu- 
tion. Lots of farmers have found them 
satisfactory. Some of the different types 
of hog shades are shown here. Pictures 
are by A. M. Wettach. 

Portable shades have an advantage. 
You can move them to new ground when 
it gets dry and dusty underneath them. 

The roof of hog shades should be four 
or five feet from the ground and the sides 
should be open to permit ventilation. 

Some farmers provide artificial hog 
wallows. Hogs can’t sweat. They cool 
off faster when they can lie in water or 
on wet ground or a wet floor. 

Hot hogs lose their appetites. Anda 
hog has to eat to make good gains. 
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Portable hog wallow on the Kenneth 
Wagner farm in Johnson county, 
lowa, doubles as mange and lice dip- 
ping tank. Made of two-inch planks 
bolted together, it can be taken apart 
for winter storage. The bottom of 
wallow is cleated to prevent injury.

AIRYING can be a profitable busi- 

ness on land that can’t be farmed 
intensively. But dairy cows and equip- 
ment costs money. Getting into dairy- 
ing presents problems to most young 
farmers. How can you get started? 

There are two ways to get into dairy- 
ing—buy into it, or grow into it. 

Delmont Moffitt of Appanoose county, 
Iowa, decided he would grow into the 
business. But he says, “Any way you get 
into dairying, you'll have problems.” 

Why did Moffitt choose dairying? And 
what problems did he have to face? 
Here’s his answer. 

“Dairying seemed to fit our small 
farm better than any other enterprise. 
And we thought We could make more 
money and build up the farm by getting 
into dairying,” Moffitt recalls. 

The first problem Moffitt faced 
was getting dairy cows. “We decid- 
ed to buy two heifers and raise our 
milk herd,” he said. 

Moffitt kept a bull the first few years 
then decided he could get better calves 
by using artificial insemination. 

“We have 16 cows and six heifers. 
Eight of the cows and all the heifers are 
artificially sired,” Moffitt says. 

Marketing the milk was a problem for 
Moffitt the first few years. Now four of 
his neighbors are in the dairy business 
and their milk is picked up at the farm. 

Moffitt and his four neighbors figured 
that if they produced a good quality 
grade A milk they could get a buyer. 

“Changing to grade A production pre- 
sented another problem,”’ Moffitt says. 
The milk room, milking parlor and other 
equipment required are expensive. 

Again Moffitt and his neighbors 
worked together to solve their prob- 
lem. They helped each other build 
milk rooms and milking parlors. 

One of the biggest problems that dairy- 
men have is feed production. When 
Moffitt bought his 134 acre hill farm it 
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was badly eroded. Production was low. 

“We use a four-year rotation, lime and 
fertilizer, to produce our feed,” he says. 

Rotation is corn, oats, and two years 
of meadow. The seeding is a mixture 
of alfalfa, red clover, ladino clover, 
brome and timothy. The first year it is 
used as a meadow. The second year, 
Moffitt’s cows pasture it. 

“We usually have hay left in the stacks 
each year. And we try to put up around 
150 tons of corn silage,” Moffitt says. 

Silage is put in a trench silo and fed to 
the cows as needed. Cows have free 
choice of hay from stacks in the field. 

“We have used all our extra money to 
build up the land and improve the build- 
ings,” Moffitt says. 

In addition to the milk house and milk- 
ing parlor the Moffitts have recently 
built a new house, and double garage. 

Management is a problem on a lot of 
dairy farms. “It’s one thing to have a 
good cow and another to get the milk 
from her,” Moffitt says. 


He has good cows and is getting 
the milk too. Mboffitt’s cows aver- 
aged 425 pounds butterfat last year. 


How does Moffitt get such high pro- 
duction? He says, “A cow has to eat if 
you expect her to do her best.” His cows 
get all the feed they willeat. 

With supplemental income from the 
sale of hogs, eggs and calves, Moffitt’s 
gross income averaged over $83 for each 
acre in his farm in 1951. 

Some farmers decide to get into dairy- 
ing before they even have a farm. Ever- 
ett Hornaday, Jr., also of Appanoose 
county, lowa, says: “I like to work with 
cows and liked the regular income that 
you get from dairying and wanted to get 
into it but had to get a farm first.” 

Credit from the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration helped Hornaday to buy 
his 260-acre farm. Operating credit thru 
the Production Credit Asociation has 
helped him get the cows and equipment. 
Hornaday had a herd average of 360 
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Grade A milk must be properly

Own Or Hire The 


Combine? 


May Be Cheaper To Own And Operate The 
Machine If You Farm 160 To 200 Acres 


_— can afford to own a com- 
bine? How many acres of 

combine crops must you have to 

justify the capital investment? 

With 20 acres to harvest, you 
couldn’t afford to own one. Over- 
head cost alone would exceed 
custom charges. 

With 100 acres to harvest, it’s 
certain that you can afford to own 
a combine. The custom charge 
would be $400 to $500 annually. 
Ownership costs would be less. 


At some number of acres be- 
tween 20 and 100 there’s a 
break-even point. It’s where 
depreciation and operating 
costs per acre equal custom 
charges. Let’s see if we can 
find it. 

Say you have an average-sized 
Iowa farm of 173 acres. Each year 
you have 65 acres to combine— 
maybe 40 of oats and 25 of beans, 
legume seeds, etc. 

It’s easy to figure the cost if you 
hire a combine. Some expect to 
pay $4.50 per acre this year. That 
would mean a total of $292.50 for 
harvesting 65 acres. 

It’s much harder to figure costs 
of owning and operating a com- 
bine. You must include interest, 
depreciation, housing, labor and 
tractor use, Here’s a stab at it. 

Cost of six-foot combine may be 
$1,500 in round numbers. It should 
last 15 years on a 173-acre farm. 

So depreciation would be $100 
per year. Interest, upkeep and 
housing might average $110 per 
year over the period. Total over- 
head cost, $210. 

If you allow $2 per hour for 
tractor and operator, and you com- 
bine 1% acres per hour, the per 
acre cost would be about $1.35. 

Operating cost would be 65 times 
$1.35 or $87.75. Add the overhead 
cost of $210 and you have a total 
cost of $297.75. That’s the cost if 
you own the machine. 

So if you have 65 acres to com- 
bine yearly, here’s the way owner- 
ship costs and custom charges 
compare: 

You'll pay the custom operator 
$292.50 or $4.50 per acre. Your 
ownership and operation cost will 
be $297.50 or $4.58 per acre. 

It appears that 65 acres of com- 
bine crops is about the point where 
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cash costs are the same whether 
you own the combine or hire it. 

But the combine owner has an- 
other kind of advantage. He can 
combine more nearly when the 
grain is ready. 

What would you consider the 
risk to be on a field of oats if you 
had to wait two days for a custom 
operator? One dollar per acre? Or 
five, maybe? 

Now let’s figure the cost com- 
parison on a half-section farm. 
Say the farmer has 120 acres to 
combine—80 acres of oats and 40 
acres of beans and other crops. 

We'll figurethe same way except 
to allow for greater repair and 
operation expense. Say the over- 
head cost is $235 instead of $210. 

Then the cost of ownership and 
operation would be $3.31 for each 
acre harvested compared to an 
estimated $4.50 custom charge. 


Of course machine costs, and 
custom rates in your neighbor- 
hood may be higher or lower 
than those used here. Then in- 
sert your costs and get the 
answer for your farm. 


A study of combine costs brings 
out these points: 

1. Cheapest per acre cost of har- 
vesting with the combine comes 
when the machine is used every 
day in season. Overhead cost is 
distributed over more acres. 

2. If you use the combine on 
only 65 acres, cash costs of har- 
vesting will about equal custom 
charges. That seems to be about 
the dividing line between profit 
and loss from ownership 

3. Farmers who harvest under 
65 acres should buy combines in 
partnership with neighbors if they 
want low combining costs. Or, they 
might plan to do some custom 
work themselves. 

4. There is convenience, how- 
ever, in owning the combine. And 
risk of weather losses in crops is 
reduced. Some with less than 65 
acres to harvest might consider 
these advantages worth a little ex- 
tra per acre cost thru ownership.

ve can get amazing results 
with new chemical sprays and 
spraying equipment. But they are 
not “fool proof.” It takes a smart 
operator to get the best results. 

First and mighty 
Know what you’re doing. Be sure 
you’re using the chemical that’s 
intended to do the job you want 
done. 

Maybe that sounds like needless 
advice. But careless handling of 
weed killers and insecticides has 
resulted in damaged crops on more 
than a few Corn Belt farms. 

Another point that’s just as im- 
portant: Don’t mix chemicals in 
your sprayer. Weed-killing chem- 
icals can cause costly damage if 
they’re mixed with insecticides. 

Remember also that some emul- 
sions for the same purpose just 
don’t mix. Two different sprays 
may have a tendency to crystalize 
when mixed. Or sometimes the 
mixture May cause corrosion 
around the sprayer nozzles or in 
other parts of the equipment. 

That’s why a thoro cleaning of 
spraying equipment is recommend- 
ed after each use. If you haven’t 
done that, be sure the equipment 
is cleaned before you use a differ- 
ent spray. 

How can-you clean spraying 
equipment? E. P. Sylwester, ex- 
tension weed control specialist at 
Iowa State College, says that soap 
and water won’t do the job—not if 
you've been using 2,4-D. 


Here’s the * method which 
Sylwester has found to be 
most successful in cleaning 


spray equipment: 


1. Flush out the equipment com- 
pletely with clean water. 
2. Fill spray tank, lines, boom 


and nozzles with a mixture of one 
quart of household ammonia to 
each 25 gallons of water. 

3. Leave the mixture in the ma- 
chine for 24 to 48 hours. 

t. Run the mixture out of 
tank thru the nozzles.

5. Test the equipment by spray- 
ing a few sensitive plants such as 
ragweeds, tomatoes or beans. If 
the plants show no damage within 
a couple of days the equipment is 
safe to use. 

Actually, Sylwester thinks it 
is best if you don’t have to use 
the same machine for both 
weed killers and insecticides. 
But the careful operator can 
get by if he does a good job of 
cleaning. 

Specialists at Cornell University 
recommend a cleaning method 
similar to Sylwester’s—except that 
the clean water rinse follows the 
ammonia treatment. They also say 
that it takes twice as long to clean 
the sprayer with ammonia if you 
use cold water as compared with 
using hot water. 

The ester form of 2,4-D is strong- 
er than the amine form. If you’ve 
been using the ester form, Cornell 
workers suggest that you rinse the 
tank first with kerosene or fuel 
oil. Then wash out the sprayer 
with soap suds before beginning 
the ammonia treatment. 

In using weed-killing chemicals, 
spray drift is always a_ hazard. 
Watch the wind. Use low pressure 
equipment and keep the nozzles as 
close as possible to the plants that 
you want to kill. 

When preparing chemicals for 
spraying, manufacturer’s 
tions are the best guide. Don’t try 
to change the formula unless you 
are sure you know what you are 
doing. 

With the right chemical, prop- 
erly mixed and properly applied, 
and clean spray equipment, you 

can hit both weeds and bugs where 
it hurts.

4. Earliest age at which ade- 
quate antibiotics can be gotten into 
the nursing pig thru feed is three 
to four weeks. Consumption of 
feed is light or uncertain before 
that time. 

5. Therefore, under the usual 
pig-raising method, pigs can get 
very little of any antibiotic when 
they need it most—during the first 


weeks. That has been the “miss- 
ing link.”

That’s where the antibiotic 
pellet comes in. It provides a 
way to give the pig an antibi- 
otic from birth to market. 


What do feed experts say? Here 
are statements from three, includ- 
ing Damon Catron of Iowa State 
College, S. W. Terrill of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, and E. L. Steph- 
enson of the University of Arkan- 
sas. They spoke at the Chicago 
meeting where the pellet was an- 
nounced. 

Stephenson reported an experi 
ment in which 207 pigs were used. 
He said treated pigs showed 11.3 
percent increase in weight at 56 
days. 

Terrill said experiments in IIli- 
nois are under way but not ready 
to announce. “It seems 
able,” he ventured, “that antibiot- 
ic implants could bring advantages 
that occur when antibotics are 
fed.” 

Catron said the “missing link” in 
antibiotic feeding has undoubtedly 
caused loss of pigs and reduced 
gains. He saw this prospect: 

“If use of antibiotic implants in 
new-born pigs proves as effective

as early work indicates, this will 
be an answer ...in baby pig nutw- 
tion.”

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have tried the pellets. Here are 
two reports: 

w. J. O’Rourke, a veterinarian 
at Columbus, Wisc., used the pel- 
jets in his practice. On one farm 
one-half of the pigs were given 
the pellets and one-half were un- 
treated, 

The farmer reported to O’Rourke 
that the pelleted pigs averaged 236 
pounds at five and _ one-half 
months. The untreated pigs aver- 
aged 215 pounds. 

O’Rourke said that farmers be- 
lieved that antibiotic pellets gave 
relief from pig scours, along with 
increased gains. 

The effect of pellets was tested 
by J. M. Pensack, a nutritionist 
who works for the manufacturer, 
Commercial Solvents Corporation. 
In Pensack’s test, litter mates 
were used, 

Litters were divided as evenly 
as possible. One group of pigs was 
implanted, and the other was not. 
Then pigs and sows were turned 
to pasture with no antibiotic in the 





feed. 
At 56 days the pelleted pigs 
weighed 26.1 pounds. Untreated 
pigs weighed 23.54* pounds. In-

What Plans For 
Oats Straw? 


Recover And Store .It If You Can Use 


It As Bedding. 


\ THAT are you going to do 

with your oats straw?_ Bale 
it? Chop it? Pile it up loose? 
Leave it on the field? 

Only a few years ago, most farm- 
ers figured that they got their oats 
straw for nothing. It was justa 
by-product of small grain. 

But increasing popularity of the 
combine has changed the story. 


A USDA study shows that 73 
percent of Iowa’s 1950 oats 
crop was harvested with com- 
bines. In 1945, the figure was 
45 percent; in 1938, eight per- 
cent, 


Straw stacks are becoming hard- 
er and harder to find. Oats har- 
vest ends with the straw scattered 
all over the field. If you want to 
save it, straw costs you money. 

That’s why some farmers don’t 
bothér to save as much of their 
straw as they could save. The 
amount of oats straw saved in 
1950 was almost 40 percent below 
the amount saved in 1945, even tho 
oats acreages were about the same. 

Even with the best methods of 
recovering straw, you can’t save 
as much as when you threshed. 
A big share of the chaff, leaves and 
light grain that you used to find in 
your straw can’t be picked up be- 
hind a combine. 

Iowa farmers baled almost 40 
percent of the straw which they 
saved in 1950. They chopped about 
six percent. The remainder was 
kept as loose straw. 

Baling gets the nod from most 
farmers because baled straw is 
easier to handle, takes up less stor- 
age space. But baled straw can’t 
be called cheap bedding when you 
figure your costs for labor and 
equipment. 

After baling his straw for sev- 
eral years, Russell Staggs of Union 
county, Iowa, is going to try a dif- 
ferent method this year. He says 
he’ll windrow his straw behind the 
combine; then pile it up with his 
sweep-stacker. 

Staggs doesn’t own a baler him- 
self. A neighbor with whom he 
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Most Farmers Use Baler 


exchanged work has been baling 
Staggs’ straw. That let him off 
with a cost of about five cents per 
bale. Staggs figures he would have 
to pay 12 to 15 cents a bale to hire 
a custom baler. 


A Jefferson county, Iowa, 
dairy farmer who has been 
baling his straw says that he 
will chop the straw for bed- 
ding this year. 


First reason is that he sold his 
baler and bought a new forage 
chopper after installing a hay 
dryer in his. barn. Second: The 
farmer thinks he’ll have better 
bedding if the straw is chopped. 

Lots of farmers have concluded 
that combined oats straw doesn’t 
measure up to threshed straw as 
feed or bedding. An Adair county, 
Iowa, farmer leaves his own straw 
on the ground as fertilizer and 
buys a straw stack each fall. Rea- 
son: He prefers the straw with 
the chaff in it. 

There’s fertilizer value in straw. 
So if you leave it on the field, you 
really aren’t losing anything. 

But if you need bedding, the 
straw is worth recovering. Most 
farmers agree that straw is worth 
a lot more as fertilizer after it 
has been thru the cattle barn. 





Don’t Cut Lawn 
Too Short 


See to it that your lawn 
mower isn’t cutting grass 
shorter than one and one-half 
inches if you want a nice lawn. 


Grass can’t manufacture new 
growth when too much of the leat 
surface is cut away, explains H. R. 
Kemmerer, landscape gardening 
specialist at the Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 

The specialist also warns against 
watering lawns too often. During 
July, August and possibly Septem- 
ber, soak the ground to a depth of 
six inches once each week. That’s 
enough. Usually, nature provides 
most of the water for grass.

The wheat crop is predicted 
as 1,326,000,000 bushels. What 
will this do to the market? 


It means that a lot of wheat will 
go under loan. There may be 
enough free wheat to lower the 
market prices below loan levels. 

Wheat supplies are low now, but 
with this big crop coming up and 
exports dropping off, the ever- 
normal wheat granary should be- 
gin to fill up again. 

Some wheat men urge that the 
farm law be amended to permit 
accumulation of bigger wheat re- 
serves before the loan is cut down.

Is the potato shortage over 
for good?

Most effective attack on wage 
and price controls was made by 
CED (Committee for Economic 
Development). The recommenda- 
tion was to continue controls for 
six months, then permit a 90-day 
freeze of prices whenever an infia- 
tionary spurt seemed ready to de- 
velop. In those 90 days, new leg- 
islation could be devised if neces- 
sary.

Sister, 
I only wish you knew. 

Keep that good old spirit up and you’ll come thru many 
a tough spot.

The flock is féd and watered at 
the same time each day. Eggs are 
gathered every tWo hours. Lights 
were turned on at 4:30 a.m. every 
morning by an automatic alarm. 


“Regularity alone will not 
bring high egg production,’

cautions Mrs. Johnson. “You 
need to start with good chicks 
before you can hope to be suc- 
cessful. Good breeding helps 
hens lay more eggs,” she says. 


You also need to feed the flock 
correctly to get high egg produc- 
tion. “I believe in taking the word 
of my feed dealer in choosing a 
The feed deal- 
ers knows best what his 
like and can help you boost egg 
production,” Mrs. Johnson added. 

All the feeders are built alike 
and out of the same kind of wood. 
Feeders are the same size and 
height from the floor. They are 
lined up so they are the same dis- 
tance from the walls and roosts. 

Mrs. Johnson thinks, “If the feed- 
ers are different the hens will de- 
velop a liking for certain feeders 
and will eat most of their feed 
from them. For instance, if a hen 
likes a feeder containing 
she’ll eat more than she needs to 
balance her ration. She will not lay 
the maximum number of eggs be- 
cause she is eating too many oats.” 

Whole oats, percent laying 
mash, grit and oyster shell is kept 
before the flock at all times. Corn 
is fed only in cold weather. When 
the eggs are sold to a hatchery, the 
hens get a 20 percent breeder’s 
mash instead of the laying mash. 

“Corn has value as a producer of 
heat, but makes hens fat during 
warm weather. When hens get fat 
the egg production drops,” Mrs. 
Johnson feels.

Practice regularity and 
all the good points necessary for 
high egg production.

Complete records were kept 
by Mrs. Johnson on expenses 
and income in 1949. These rec- 
ords showed a profit of $5.03 
per This figure did not 
include the estimated cost of 
labor. But it did include the 
price the old hens brought on 
the market when replaced by 
the new flock. 


Mrs. Johnson thinks she can get 
each hen in the present flock to 
make a larger profit than the 1949 
flock. She believes that if you 
have a farm flock you can increase 
your profit by practicing regular- 
ity, good feeding and disease con- 
trol.—D. Stanley Geiser.

Confine Flock 
For Summer 


One way to boost summer 
egg returns is to keep the lay- 
ing flock completely confined, 


says Cora Cooke, University 

of Minnesota extension poul- 

try specialist. 

When the hens are never far 
from the feed supply, they get 
more of the feed necessary for 
high production.

And no 
eggs are lost because they are laid 
in the barn, hoghouse or other

stalled dropping pits and com- 
munity roll-away nests are produc- 
ing cleaner eggs.

The eggs roll out of 
the nest when laid and the next 
hen doesn’t have a chance to get it 
dirty.

A CHAIN store in North Carolina 

is using several carloads of lowa 
eggs per month. The reason is 
that the southern egg producers 
are not able to supply the demand. 
That is good for the lowa egg pro- 
ducers, but some of the southern 
producers don’t like to have the 
store buy eggs from outside mar- 
kets. 


MORE MIDWEST eggs probably 
could be sold in the winter re- 
sort cities in Florida.

EFFICIENT USE of feed means 

that a flock-is producing a pound 
of meat or a dozen eggs with a 
minimum amount of feed. Some 
strains of chickens are bred to 
make better than average use of 
feed. In one production test in- 
volving only good meat-producing 
strains, the most efficient birds 
required 295 pounds of feed per 
100 pounds of chicken, while the 
least efficient required 333 pounds 
of feed for the same amount of 
gain. That is a difference of 760 
pounds of feed for every ton of 
chicken,

Your Poultry Payroll 


These costly parasites are commonly 
found in poultry from four weeks of 
age to maturity. They cause severe 
loss of weight and retarded growth in 
young birds. Egg production is poor 
and egg weight is down in laying 
birds. Infestations of Large Round- 
worms in any flock soon puts the feed- 
meat, or feed-eggs ratio on an un- 
profitable basis.

Before You Can 
Show At Fair 


Your Cattle And Hogs Must Pass H 


Requirements, Or They Can’t Be Shou 


Many 4-H and FFA mem- 
bers do not know about the 
health requirements for show- 
ing at state, district and coun- 
ty fairs in Iowa. Here are the 
requirements as given by Dr. 
John B. Herrick, lowa State 
College. 


TH] EALTHY, disease-free and par- 
site-free animals are a must 
for a livestock showman. Health 
regulations must be met before 
animals can be shown. And most 
judges have little use for animals 
that show signs of pest-infestation. 

One outstanding club member 
showed a market barrow that was 
infested with lice. A check on baby 
beef projects in the midwest 
showed mange, lice, ringworm and 
foot rot on some animals. 

Often these troubles showed up 
on farms where other cattle were 
also afflicted. So maybe Dad will 
have to bear some of the blame. 

Your local veterinarian will help 
with any special health problem 
you might run into. In fact, many 
veterinarians over the state devote 
several days each year visiting 
club members, projects. They carry 
out the required brucellosis and 
tuberculosis tests, so that animals 
can meet the fair health require- 
ments. 


Iowa health requirements 
for showing cattle and hogs at 
fairs follow: 


All cattle and swine presented 
for exhibition at the Iowa State 
Fair, or any fair or exhibition 
within Iowa will be considered 
under quarantine and not eligible 
for showing until the owner or 
agent presents the proper health 
certificate stating the animals com- 
ply with the following rules and 
regulations. Official health certifi- 
cates must be presented to and 
approved by the veterinary in- 
spector in charge of the fair or 
exhibition. 

Sec. 1. (a) All female cattle and 
bulls shall be identified as originat- 
ing from herds, all animals of 
which were negative to the last 
tuberculin test and applied within 
one year. If cattle are not in this 
classification, they shall have 


proved negative to a tubere 
test applied within 60 days ¢ 
opening date of the fair. 

(b) All breeding and dairy Cattle 
over six months of age must paggy 
test for Bang’s disease ( brucelig 
sis) within 60 days before openj 
of the fair, unless they origina 
in herds certified by the proper 
livestock sanitary authorities % 
Bang’s disease (brucellosis) g& 
credited herds. The blood sampig 
must have been drawn by a 
censed accredited  veterinarj 
tested by an approved labora 
and certified to by the livestock 
sanitary official of state of orign 

(c) Steer calves need not be tem! 
ed but must be accompanied by 
health certificate showing the 
be free of symptoms of infectign! 
and contagious diseases as ¢ 
mined by a clinical inspection | 

(d) Vaccinates—Calves vaceing 
ed against Bang’s disease (brug 
losis) between the ages of fourang 
eight months with brucella-abortig 
vaccine strain 19 and were nem 
tive to an agglutination test with 
in 20 days before vaccination, wil 
be accepted without additional tet 
up to 38 months of age, provided 
vaccination was applied and blo 
sample drawn by a licensed aceret 
ited veterinarian and properly re 
ported by him. The agglutination 
test on these blood samples must 
have been made by a recoghizal 
laboratory. : 

Calves vaccinated against Bags 
disease (brucellosis) between the 
ages of four and eight months with 
strain 19, without the benefit ofa 
pre-test, will be accepted without 
additional test up to 24 months fol 
lowing date of vaccination, provil- 
ed vaccination was applied bya 
licensed accredited veterinarian

How Long To Reach Cattle Peak?

\ ORE beef and veal will be on 
4"4 the market in 1952 than in 
1951. And still larger quantities 
are expected in 1953, 1954 and 1955. 

The past 70 years have seen.five 
complete beef cattle cycles. These 
cycles average 13 years in length 

with the average length of up- 
turn seven years. 

We started our sixth cycle in 
1949. At that time we had a low 
of 77 million cattle on farms and 
ranches. Suppose the present up- 
turn follows the average of the last 
three cycles. We would expect a 


| peak to come in 1955 or 1956. 


The rise in the number of cattle 
on farms in 1949 and 1950 was very 
close to the average pattern. But 
numbers rose more than normal 
during 1951. Thus: On January 1, 
1952, we had three million more 
cattle in the country than if the 
cattle cycle had followed the aver- 
age of previous patterns. The 
price inflation caused by the Ko- 
rean war and the end of price ceil- 
ings probably were two important 
causes in this shift from normal. 

Cattle numbers probably will in- 
crease less this year than in 1951. 

The increase in cattle numbers 
during a typical beef-cattle cycle 
also affects the production of beef 
and veal. During the early years 
of the cattle cycle—usually the 
first two or three years—slaughter 
doesn’t go up much. The reason: 
back cattle rather 
than selling them for slaughter. 





But after the third year, cat- 
tle numbers get up to the point 
where beef and veal produc- 
tion also increases. At first 
the boost is slow. But in the 
last two years of the cycle, the 
amount of beef and veal pro- 
duced shoots up sharply. 


Then during the first year that 
cattle numbers start down, beef 
and veal output is very large. 
Farmers are not only selling cattle 
raised from the high numbers of 
breeding stock. But slaughter also 
is increased by the cutting back of 


Cycles Of Past Give Clues 


numbers. It’s the same thing hogs 
went thru last winter when we 
passed the peak in the hog cycle. 

Thus, we expect that the natural 
increase in cattle numbers plus a 
slowing down in the rate of expan- 
sion during 1952 will result in 
more beef and veal available on 
the market than last year. In 1953 
still more beef and veal will prob- 
ably be available. 

And if the past pattern holds, by 
1956 we will be selling 25 percent 
more beef and veal than this year. 
If we should happen to run into a 
business recession at that time, the 
cattle business could be headed for 
real trouble. 

Here’s the commodity outlook: 

HOGS: Strong price for hogs for 
the next two or three months, with 
the market paying right up to 
what pork ceilings will permit. 
Look for the fall seasonal price 
drop to start a little later this year. 

CATTLE: The heavy runs of bet- | 
ter quality fed cattle should be 
over within another month. A 
good top for finished cattle should 
prevail until early fall. If you are 
going to short feed—get in in time 
so you can unload no later than 
mid-October. Remember what hap- | 
pened in 1948. 

WOOL: Better days are ahead in | 
the wool market. But a return to| 
the peak prices of last year is out 
unless war spreads. There is too 
much wool on hand and no specu- | 
lative demand today. 

DAIRY: Closing the gate to Ca- 
nadian imports of cattle may im- 
prove the fall market for dairy 
stock to go to eastern United 
States dairymen. 

POULTRY: Early pullet hatch 
was up—but late was off. Big im- 
provement in egg prices over last 
year probably won’t come until 
close to the end of 1953. 

GRAINS: Supplies will be ample 
for feeding needs this summer—if | 
CCC continues to make corn avail- | 
able, and growing conditions for | 
1952 crop are good.

Wilful neglect or refusal to per- 
form the duties of his office is 
grounds for removal of any officer. 
See section 66.1, Code of Iowa, 1950. 

Either the county attorney or 
any five qualified electors of the 
county may file a petition to have 
the official removed from office for 
failure to carry out his duties, 


Farm Not Taxed In 
Both Districts 
To the Editor: My farm is in 
old drainage district. We have 
formed a new district south of 
the old one which includes my 
farm. Will I have to pay taxes 
to both districts?—G. M., Mills 

County, Iowa. 

Where a new district includes all 
or any part of the old district, the 
commissioners in classifying lands 
for assessment of benefits in the 
new district shall take into con- 
sideration the value of the old im- 
provement. 

This means that in figuring your 
assessment ih the new district you 
are entitled to credit for the bene- 
fits you received from the old dis- 
trict. So that you won't be charged 
twice for the same benefits. See 
section 455.134, Code of lowa, 1950.

No Provision 
For Widow

get money to live on while the 
estate of her husband is being 
settled, in case her husband 
left no will?

Where a man dies without a will, 
leaving a widow and children, the 
widow will get one-third of his 
estate. The widow may petition 
for an immediate appointment of 
herself as administratrix of the 
estate of her husband. She .can, 
after appointment, take the funds 
of the estate to pay the funeral 
expenses. 

The widow will also be entitled 
to a reasonable allowance for her 
own support for one year after her 
husband dies. The estate of a de- 
ceased person may be closed in 
slightly over six months.

|Spittlebug Appears 
'In Iowa 


The meadow spittlebug has 

been discovered in 14 eastern 

| Towa counties. This insect has 

| caused much damage to alfalfa 

| crops in the eastern Corn Belt 
| during the last few years. 


| However, Harold Gunderson, ex- 
tension entomologist at Iowa State 
College, says the Iowa infestation 
is not considered serious yet. No 
|} recommendations for control are 
being made because the insects are 
| so few in number. 

In other states treatment. with 
lindane, methoxychlor or toxa- 
phene are recommended for spit- 
tlebug control. Plants should be 
sprayed when less than six inches 
tall to avoid contamination in hay. 

Spittlebugs suck juices from leg- 
ume plants causing a reduced yield. 
| When in the nymph stage, the in- 

sect lives under a mass of froth on 
leaves and stems of plants. 





Dairymen Like 
Grass Silage 
Grass silage was made by 
one-third of the members of 
lowa dairy herd improvement 
associations in 1951. One- 
fourth fed grass silage in 1950. 
Only one-sixteenth in 1949. 
This rapid increase in grass si- 
lage is reported by Floyd Arnold, 
Iowa State College dairy special- 
| ist. He examined reports from 25 
dairy associations in Iowa. 
While use of grass silage was in- 
creasing, there wasn’t much 
change in the use of corn silage. 
Two-thirds made corn silage in 
| 1950. Last year, 62.7 percent. 
One-fifth of the members use 
both corn silage and grass silage. 





Spray Or Mow 
For Weeds? 
Chemical treatment proved 
more effective than clipping in 

a permanent pasture weed 

control experiment at the Mis- 

sissippi agricultural experi- 
ment station. 

Two treatments with 2,4-D re- 
duce the number of pasture weeds 
from 650 to one per square yard. 

On the other hand, mowing at 
regular intervals resulted in only 
44 percent reduction in the num- 
ber of weeds per square yard. 

On check plots where no con- 
trols were used, the number of 
weed increased 16-fold. Final 





counts were made in September.

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THE “FATHER OF Soil Conserva- 
tion,” Dr. Hugh Bennett, has retired 
from the Department of Agriculture 
after nearly fifty years of work in the 
interests of conservation.

At the 
same time the Iowa Livestock Report- 
ing Service revealed that April farrow- 
ings this year were also 12 percent un- 
der the ten-year average. For the first 
four months of this year farrowings 
have been under similar periods in other 
years, due to the feed scarcities and 
the price uncertainties. Since then 
farrowings have picked up considerably 
and there are quite a few summer pigs. 

FROM EUROPE COMES a report sug- 
gesting cures both for rhewmatism and 
for egg surpluses. The report started 
when a French doctor announced he cured 
all his aches and pains by eating nine- 
day-old eggs. This “ripe” diet, the good 
doctor claims, will enable him to live to 
the ripe old age of 120. Immediately 
after the announcement Frenchmen start- 
ed eating nine-day-old eggs by the car- 
loads. Hatcheries even took them out of 
incubators and sold them at five times the 
price of a fresh egg.
